PLANTING.  As  soon  as  shipment  arrives,  verify  the 
stock,  then  heel-in  in  shaded,  moist  soil.  Take  a  few  at  a 
time  to  location.  Dig  holes  large  and  deep  enough  to  receive 
roots  without  cramping;  sift  fine  dirt  through  the  roots; 
fill  up  and  tamp.  Soak  thoroughly;  and  rake  level. 

MAINTENANCE.  Make  sure  of  sufficient  soil  moisture. 

Keep  cultivated  and  free  from  weeds. 

Pruning  in  dormant  stage  is  not  injurious  and  often  easier 
to  accomplish,  but  spring  bloom  is  not  so  abundant.  The 
time  to  prune  shrubs  that  blossom  along  stems  is  just 
after  blooming  period.
